Before each "action" 
or "demonstration" seheduled by top SED leadership, the fanatical 
Communists and the true SED sunszorters work themselves up to a 
fever pitch. They pelieve literally the party summons to positive 
action, and believe each time that the revolution -~ in this. ease 
the sefzure of power in. the western sectors -- is at hand, This 
excitement mounts with the successive party communiqués on 
organization of the demonstrations, and manifests itgelf in 
statements uttered in perfect sincerity. such as: “We shall force 
the 'amis' out of _Berlin!", "In three weeks they'bl be gonef", and 
‘Now the easternC(Pglice will take over in the western.sectors!". 
The latter statement was heard frequently, and was thoroughly 
believed by devoted party memhers, in the week before the recent 
elections in Berlin. “when, then, the announced plans -- sometimes 
even including the scheduled demonstration itself -- fail to 
materialize, a profound depression results. 


2, Since the oarty has been through this cycle of extreme excitement 
and extreme disappointment three times since the beginning of the 
blockade of Berlin (i.e., at the time of ‘the imposition of the 
blockade in June, the split o* the police department ana the dis- 
turbances in front of the City Hall in July and august, and the 
oecasion of the westennesector elections), its effeets on, the 
eastern=éector Criminal Police are quite marked. In the days 
immediately following the 5 December elections, the disaspointment 
and ill humor resulted in a smoldering rage. %n 6 December there 
was searcely a word sooken in the Markaraf Police Praesidium about 
the eleetion results. %In 7 December Fresident Fischer of the 
German Administration of the Interior adcressed the SED Shop 
Group (Betriebsgrunve) of the Varkrvaf Criminesl Police, and his 
.speaeh was onenly ctiticived ag evesive anc essentially mesningless. 
it the same meetines a Criminal °olicewoman who deseribeé the inis- 
hendling and insults ("SED Police", "Communist Gestapo", etc.)
